SEWER SYSTEM MAY HAYE 
, 
TO BE TORN UP AT TULSA, 


TULSA, March *6.-—Tearing out 
a city sanitary sewer system anf 
starting all over again is a large 
undertaking 
and 
one 
that Tulsf. 
does not want to* undertake, ac­ 
cording to prominent citizens and 
engineers, yet that is what it may 
come to before many weeks. 
A 
recent 
investigation 
of 
the 
sewer system by C. E. Griggs, city 
engineer, has revealed the fact that 
in some places large sewers have 
been built to run into smaller ones. 
The 
first ‘sewers that were lal£ 
were made adequate for a city off 
a 
few 
thousand 
inhabitatns 
but 
now that many additions have been 
added the original plan is inade­ 
quate in the opinion of engineers, 
and the outlets are found to be too 
small to carry the load they afe 
now called upon 4to carry. 
Local engineers 
now 
consider 
that the city may come to the place 
in a few years where it will he 
absolutly necessary to put in an en­ 
tirely new system. The present sys* 
tem, they declare, is a patchwork 
of smaller systems, each adequate 
to take care, of its own district 
but* the outlets too tsmall. As 4 
consequence when new districts are 
surveyed at the present time out­ 
lets to the Arkansas river must 
be provided for them. 
Some outlets now under consid­ 
eration are as long as 7,000 feet 
for a comparatively small district, 
thus making the cost per lot approx 
imately $360 engineers estimate.
